FINANCIAL AND

MARKET CLOSED WEAK.

During the Forenoon Prices Rose and
Fell Irregularly.

New York, March 30. In its sailent
features today's market traversed the
ground made more or less familiar by
preceding sessions of the week. Prices
were irregularly higher or lower in the
dull forenoon tout the movement de-
veloped a definite downward trend lat-
er. Quotations were mostly at lowest
levels in the final houh, the heaviness
of that period being ascribed to the
publication of a statement by the rail-
way executives which offered little
hope of an immediate adjustment of
existing differences with the trainmen.

Coppers were almost the only stocks
to display consistent sthength. their
improvement being based on additional
reports of large sales of the metal roi
domestic and foreign consumption.
While these reports lacked official con
firmation, it is known that the home
demand for copper is the greatest in
the history of that industry. Indus-
trials and equipments, including the
munitions group, moved unevenly
with a preponderance of declines.
Circumstantial statements indicating

renewal of inquiry for war supplies
failed to enlist interest in stocks of
that class, most of which closed the
day with net losses.

The Mexican group, embracing pe
troleums, was firm at times, but fell
abruptly later, Texas Company lead
ing the decline with a loss or 5 at 189.
Federal Mining and Smelting prefer
red was especially heavy, losing 8 1- -2

at 39. U. S. Steel recorded a maxi
mum loss of 3- -4 at 83 2, but Beth-
lehem Steel made slight recovery from
Its steady decline of recent days by a
gain of four to 455. Rails were less
susceptible to pressure but that di
vision again denoted foreign liquida
tion. Reading, New lork Cetntral
and eome of the Pacifies and grangers
were lower by fractions to over a
point, but dealings in these stocks
were light. Total sales of stocks
amounted to 510,000 shares. Trading
in the new Canadian government five
per cent, bonds gave fresh impetus to
that hftmch of the securities list. The
1921 Issue sold up to 99 8, the 1926
at 97 3- -8 and the 1931 at 97. Anglo- -
French fives repeated their recent
maximum of 95 1-- 2.

Showna Signs of Comeback and Is In
Excellent Condition.

One of the most Interesting develop-
ments In the course of the Yankees'
flight through the south this spring Is
the comeback made by Ray Keaainr,
who is again commanding the serious
Attention of his employers. As the
result of five weeks of conscientious
training, the Bridgeport Beau Brum-m- el

But the
necessity of proving his sincerity and
ability has made a different player ot
him.

It has always been a question how
good a pitcher Keating could be, for
he has never performed under condi-
tions that were a real test. Some
smart baseball men have said that ho
would be a second Ed Walsh as u
spitball pitcher, since he had the size
and strength. He hurt his back two
ears ago, but In training this spring

he found that the injury had healed
entirely and gave him no further trou
ble.

Keating will now have a chance to
show just how good he is. If he come,
through to the expectations that have
oeen held out for him he win make a
valuable addition to the pitching' staff,
which, while apparently strot g on pa-
per, is still a speculation, since some
of the young pitchers have not yet
performed in the American league.
